A tornado also hit a rural area 
near Chester, Okla., demolishing a 
farm home, while several houses 
were damaged in two summer re­ 
sorts near Excelsior Springs Mo., by 
a twister. 
Tile rapidly rising Des Moines 
river forced several thousand resi­ 
dents in southeastern Iowa to evacu­ 
ate their homes, including 
more 
than 4.000 in Ottumwa, which was 
without electric power and had only 
a meager reserve of water for its 
30 000 residents. 
At Ottumwa flood waters crept 
higher and spread over the business 
district The city’s power plant was 
put out of operation after a wall 
developed a leak. 
More than 6.500 residents in other 
southern Iowa communities were 
driven from their homes and h un­ 
dreds of head of livestock were fear­ 
ed lost as flood waters spread over 
the lowlands 
About IOO families were moved 
from lowland areas at Canton, Mo., 
as the Mississippi river, already two 
feet above flood stage at 16.3 feet, 
continued to rise.
